’ This year's observance of Armed Forces 
Day, set for Saturday, May 19, marks the 
25th anniversary of communications tests 


- -™etween amateur radio operators and mili- 


-ary communication systems. Since 1950, 
this event has been scheduled during the 
month of May and has emphasized a con- 
tinuing climate of mutual assistance. 

Featured highlights of the nationwide 
celebration are the traditional military- 
to-amateur cross-band communication test 
and a message receiving test. The cross- 
band test will include operations on CW, 
SSB, RTTY, and SSTV. The receiving test 
consists of two special Armed Forces Day 
messages from the Secretary of Defense, 
one transmitted using the CW mode followed 
by the second transmitted: in the RTTY 
mode. : 
The military-to-amateur cross-band 

operations will be conducted from 1300 UTC 
on the 19th to 0245 UTC on the 20th. East 
coast stations commence operations at 1300 
UTC and west coast stations commence 
operations at 1600 UTC. Military stations 
will transmit on selected military fre- 
quencies and listen for amateur radio sta- 
tions on portions of the amateur bands. 
geiSend an s.a.s.e. to ARRL Letter and 
equest the table of frequencies to be 
used if you are interested in the complete 
list.) The military operator’ will 
announce the specific amateur band fre- 
quency being monitored. Duration of these 
contacts should be limited to no more than 
three minutes. 

The CW receiving test will be con- 
ducted at 25 words per minute. The broad- 
cast will be a special Armed Forces Day 
message from the Secretary of Defense to 


any. amateur radio operator or short wave. 


listener desiring to participate. A 
10-minute call for tuning purposes will 
begin at 0300 UTC May 20. The Secretary's 
message will be transmitted at 0310 UTC 
from the stations on the listed frequen- 
cies in Table l. 

The radioteletypewriter receiving test 
will be transmitted at 60 words per minute 
using 170 hertz (narrow) shift. A 
10-minute call for tuning purposes will 
begin at 0335 UTC May 1984. The special 
Armed Forces Day message from the 

mecretary of Defense will be transmitted 
~ 0345 UTC May 1984. Transmission will 
pe from the same stations on the same fre- 
quencies as listed for the CW receiving 
test. :
